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Basketball team finishes tough stretch

The basketball team may have 
completed its toughest part of the season, 
winning six of seven games. The nineteen- 
day period included games against annual 
powers Shaker Heights, Lakewood, St. 
Ignatius, Canton McKinley, and 
Benedictine. 

The Eagles began against 
Cleveland Central Catholic. The Eagles 
had no trouble in winning, and won 62-38. 
The Eagles played superior defense, hold¬ 
ing Central Catholic to sixteen points at 
halftime. The second half went the same 
way and heading into the fourth quarter, 
the lead had become twenty-one points. 
Leading the way for St. Edward was senior 
forward Samario Clancy with fourteen 
points and junior guard Trent Morgan with 
thirteen. 

The next game brought the Red 
Raiders from Shaker Heights into the 
Eagles’ Nest on Saturday, January 11. 
Once again, the Eagles got off to a fast 
start, leading twenty to six after the first 
quarter. Shaker Heights battled back to 
only a nine-point deficit at the half. Behind 
a twenty point third quarter, led by junior 
Ryan Marando who finished with thirteen 
points, the Eagles spread their lead to thir¬ 
teen points. The fourth quarter saw the Red 
Raiders outscore St. Ed’s 12-11, but it was 


not enough to overcome the Eagles, who 
won 66-54. Jermaine Scott and Chris 
Moore each finished with 12 points and 
Morgan had eleven. Anthony Teague led 
Shaker with nineteen points. 

The next night, the Eagles trav¬ 
eled to the Cleveland State Convocation 
Center for a match against city rival 
Lakewood. The game was part of the Great 
Lakes Hoops Classic. In the beginning, 
Lakewood looked like they would have an 
easy victory, but the Eagles overcame the 
seventeen point hole. Down fourteen at the 
end of the first quarter, St. Ed’s was able to 
cut into Lakewood’s lead, and they went to 
the locker room down by nine. 

The Eagles stepped up the pres¬ 
sure on Lakewood’s guards, and used 
twenty-three Lakewood turnovers to tie 
the game heading into the fourth quarter. 
The Eagles secured the game with an 
eight-point lead and only one minute left 
to play. The final score had St. Ed’s on top, 
55-51. High scorer for the Eagles was 
Morgan with fourteen and Marando added 
ten. 

The next game was at St. 
Ignatius and in their hostile Sullivan 
Gymnasium. Plagued by foul trouble and 
no answer to St, Ignatius’ senior forward 
Ryan Stilphen, the Eagles lost 73-60. 


The game was closer than the 
final score. St. Ed’s got off to a slow start 
and this time they could not overcome it, 
never leading in the game. They got with¬ 
in two, at 48-46, going into the fourth 
quarter. It looked as if St. Ignatius was 
starting to pull away in the third quarter, 
but two straight three pointers by senior 
Kevin Bringman put the Eagles down two 
for the final eight minutes. 

Stilphen, however, took over for 
Ignatius. He took advantage of his height, 
as Chris Moore and Samario Clancy each 
had four fouls. Stilphen finished the game 
with 31 points on 12-15 shooting. Clancy 
and senior Shaun Carney, each scoring 16 
points, led St. Ed’s. St. Ed’s played the 
game without point guard Trent Morgan 
who is out with a broken thumb. The 
Wildcats come to St. Ed’s on February 7 
for a rematch. 

The next night, the Eagles 
bounced back with a victory over the num¬ 
ber fifteen-ranked team in Ohio, Canton 
McKinley. The final score was 70-64. 
Coming off a tough loss, the Eagles had to 
travel to McKinley, but they improved to 
9-3 with the win. Once again, Clancy and 
Carney led the Eagles in scoring as they 
had 20 and 19 respectively. 

McKinley held a three-point half¬ 


time lead, but the Eagles reversed that and 
led by a point after the third quarter. They 
outscored McKinley 19-14 to end the 
game as six-point winners. 

January 24 took the Eagles to 
Benedictine to battle the Bengals. Samario 
Clancy led the 56-47 win as he scored six¬ 
teen points and came down with eighteen 
rebounds. Jermaine Scott finished with 
twelve points. Stellar defense held 
Benedictine to l-of-17 three-point shoot¬ 
ing. The Eagles switched from their tradi¬ 
tional man-to-man defense to a trapping 
zone, and it was effective in limiting 
Benedictine to only twelve halftime 
points. 

The next night the Eagles dis¬ 
posed of Villa Angela St. Joseph to 
improve their record to 11-3. St. Ed’s, 
coming off a win the night before, and 
VASJ, playing the night after a lopsided 
loss, battled to a 19-19 tie in the second 
quarter. Then senior Shaun Carney began a 
barrage, hitting three three-pointers to pro¬ 
pel the Eagle’s lead to 38-23 at the half. 
The Eagles dominated the second half and 
the win was sealed by the third quarter. 
The 68-46 win saw ten Eagles score, led 
by Clancy and Carney who had seventeen 
and fourteen points, respectively.
